Sanitary  District  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  5] st  1908. 

Area .  The  District  comprises  ©3,098  acres,  being  the  largest  in  Dorset. 
Populat i on.  According  to  the  Census  of  1901  the  population  was  lo,b74  and 
is  Estimated  to  the  middle  of  19'  8  at  10,b7b,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Ei rth-Rate .  There  were  *s31  Bifrths  registered  -  a  decrease  of  lb  on  last 
year  when  the  number  was  k*46.  This  gives  a  Birth-rate  of  ~1.8  per  1,000, 
that  of  the  previous  year  being  per  1,000.

ueath-Rate .  There  were  137  Deaths  registered,  including  11^/hich  occurred 
outside  the  district,  giving  a  death-rate  of  1^.9  per  l,oro.  The  average 
age  at  death  was  05  years,  5  months,  <;0  days. 

Zymotic  Diseaoe.  '  ne  death  occurred  from  this  disease. 

infant  Mortality.  There  were  10  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  giving 
a  rate  of  46. <i  per  3  ,000  births  registered.  This  is  a  great  improvement 
on  former  years . 

general  .  f  J“  the  Deaths  11  were  due  to  Malignant  Disease,  an  increase  of 
4  on  last  year  -  to  Heart  Disease  -  7  to  Pneumonia  -  8  to  Bronchitis  - 
b  to  Premature  Birth  -  9  to  Phthisis  -  4  to  Accidents  -  3  to  Suicide. 

O'f  the  Accidental  Deaths  1  was  by  drowning  -  u  by  falls  from  vaggons 
and  breaking  the  neck  -  1  from  a  fractured  skull.

69  from  -icarlet  lever,  a  considerable  decrease  on  last  year  -  4 
from  Enteric  lever  -  6  from  Diphtheria  -  6  from  Erysipelas.

The  Scarlet  lever  was  of  a  mild  type  and  two  of  the  caees 
of  Enteric  were  imported. 

Water  Supply.  An  improvement  has  certainly  taken  place  in  this  matter, 
kany  new  wells  have  been  dug  or  are  in  the  course  of  construction.  The 
supply  at  Corfe  Castle  has  been  taken  in  hand  and  I  hope  for  a  great  improve 
-ment  there. 

Sewage  Drainage.  Gradual  improvements  are  being  made  each  year.  Earth 
closets  are  taking  the  place  of  Vault  Privies  whenever  opportunities  occur. 
Cottage  Accomodation,  Mew  cottages  are  being  built  but  there  is  a  great 
n^ed  for  more  in  some  districts. 

b&iries,  SI aughter-houses  Etc.  1  have  made  a  particular  inspection  of 
Dairies.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Dairy  Act  many  improvements  have  taken 
place  and  othere  are  under  way.  When  1  have  suggested  alterations  they 
have  been  willingly  carried  out. 

General  Character  f  Physical  features.  This  is  a  purely  agricultural  dfstrfc 
district.  With  the  exception  of  the  Clay  Works  and  Cement  Works  there  is 
little  employment  save  on  the  land.  It  is  a  sparsely  populated  district 
and  the  system  of  drainage  is  the  best  that  can  be  devised  under  present 
condi ti  ns.  There  is  no  public  scavenger  and  the  night-soil  is  dug  into 


the  ground.

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The  Water  Supply  at  Corfe  Castle  gave  some  trouble  during  the  summer 
months,  partly  due  to  the  number  of  visitors  in  the  village  and  partly  to 
the  springs  running  dry  owing  to  drought.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  remedy 
matters . 


toore  cottages  are  required  in  the  district,  some  of  thuse  no  inhabited 
being  in  bad  condition. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  open  for  about  three  months  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

We  have  nu  Lodging-Houses  or  offensive  trades  in  the  district.  The 
general  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  most  satisfactory.

cur  red  among  non-ras.tdent  s .  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  la  per  1,000  -  the 
lowest  death-rate  for  the  3 ast  nine  years. 

of  these  deaths  4  were  due  to  Heart  Disease  -  to  Cancer  -  1  to  Pneumonia 
1  to  Bronchitis  -  1  to  Accident.  The  latter  was  due  to  a  horse  bo3ting  and 
the  man  was  a  non-resident.  The  average  age  at  death  was  55  years. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  There  was  one  death  Under  One  year  due  to  Premature  Birth 
This  gives  a  rate  of  50.5  per  1,000  births  registered  -  a  great  decrease  on 


former  years.

GENERAL .  Several  alterations  that  were  suggested  have  taken  place  inpthe 
workshops.  It  would  be  a  great  boon  to  the  town  if  a  public  slaughter¬ 
house  were  erected  as  1  consider  the  present  slaughter-houses  are  too  close 
to  the  dwelling-houses. 

The  new  Alms  Houses  are  now  inhabited,  but  1  should  strongly  advise  the.

the  inmates. 

The  health  of  the  town  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  quite  satisfactory.
